"heading T^^a new organization known as UNITED CONFEDERACY OF 
AMERICA, and many of the Klansmen in the UNITED KLANS OF 
AMERICA, INC., KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN have expressed some 
interest in joining it. Informant said that the cost is only 
$2.00 per member, and the report is that the $2,00 is refundable 
if the member becomes dissatisfied. Informant said the purpose 
seems to be to have a group like a state militia, in case 
Governor GEORGE C. WALLACE needs assistance in any integration 
problem. 


BACKGROUND INFORMATION ON ASA EARL CARTER 

The Birmingham Post-Herald" for September 1, 1956 
printed a front-page story entitled, "Clinton, Tennessee, 
Rioting Flares After Speech at Anti-Negro Rally." This article 
stated that a crowd of some 1,500 persons, mostly teen-agers, 
rioted in front of the courthouse at Clinton on August 31 * 1956 
following the Jailing of one segregation leader and a "fiery 
pinch-hit speech" by another. JOHN KASPER, age 26, of 
Washington, D.C., was Jailed by Federal Judge ROBERT L, TAYLOR 
of Knoxville. Judge TAYLOR found KASPER guilty of "wilful 
contempt" in ignoring an order restraining him and others from 
interfering with the admission of 12 Negroes to Clinton High 
School and sentenced him to a year in Jail. The article con¬ 
tinued, "The demonstration tonight started shortly after ASA 
(ACE) CARTER, head of the North Alabama White Citizens Councils 
in Birmingham, branded KASPER's arrest as •political* and 
accused the courts of trying to *mongrelIze l the races. He 
also started a local chapter of the Citizens Council. The 
estimated 800 persons who heard CARTER speak started to break 
up when he finished about 9:00 p.m,, but their ranks were 
quickly swollen by hundreds of persons, mostly youths, as the 
Clinton High School football game ended two blocks away." 

This article told how the group paraded around the courthouse, 
halting traffic at one time for eight blocks, singing and 
chanting. The group kicked and beat on automobiles driven by 
Negroes, tore chrome strips off the sides of the automobiles. 



kicked in the right front fender and door on one car and 
knocked out a rear window. This article said that CARTER came 
to Clinton by automobile from Birmingham to make his speech 
but apparently left before the trouble began. CARTER claimed, 
according to the Post-Herald, that the courts had no right to 
deny him a chance to speak out against integration of a southern 
public school. 

In his 45-minute speech, CARTER attacked TAYLOR as a 
"carpet bagging judge," and said KASPER was under "political 
arrest." He charged that the courts are trying to "take a 
white child and a Negro child and mongrelize our children. 

The Anglo-Saxon race is the only responsible race," CARTER 
added, according to the Post-HeraId. 

The "Birmingham Post-Herald" for April 12 , 1957 
carried a story concerning ASA EARL CARTER running for 
Commissioner of Public Safety for the city of Birmingham in the 
May 7, 1957 City Election. This article pointed out that 
CARTER'S youngest son is named BEDFORD FORREST CARTER after the 
Confederate Civil War hero General NATHAN BEDFORD FORREST, 
founder of the "KU KLIEf KLAN." This article said that CARTER 
was Executive Secretary of the North Alabama Citizens Councils, 
that he was born in Oxford, near Anniston, educated at Oxford 
Elementary School, and at Calhoun County High School. He also 
attended the University of Colorado for two and a half years 
and the Spear School in Los Angeles, studying radio news writing. 
This article pointed out that the 31-year-old CARTER for many 
year3 was a radio newsman and a station radio announcer. He 
started out with WAZF In Yazoo City, Mississippi; worked for 
WSPC In Anniston, Alabama; KVOD, Denver, Colorado; and WILD In 
Birmingham. He was married In 1948 to a high school sweetheart 
who was born an d r eared In Anniston. The article said that 
during 1956, CARTER was listed as an "adviser" to the newly- 
formed KU KLUX KLAN OF THE CONFEDERACY. The Post-Herald pointed 
out that CARTER, a Navy veteran of World War II, was arrested in 
connection with a shooting during a "KU KLUX KLAN" meeting at 
the Central Park Theater, Birmingham, but was freed on bond. He 
was charged with assault with intent to murder. 
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has read a newspaper article to the effect that anti-integration 
trouble makers were being closely watched by Dallas Police; 
that he had planned to talk to the Chief of Police in Dallas 
of his own free will, as he believes his presence in the area 
was known to police officers. He said, however, he did not talk 
to the Chief of Police, as he was afraid he would be arrested. 

He claimed he was not in the Dallas area for any purpose other 
than his present employment; that he was trying to live down the 
reputation he had obtained in the Birmingham area, although he 
is still a staunch segregationist. CARTER said he planned to 
leave Dallas in the near future and return to Alabama. 

CARPER denied any implication in Alabama riots other 
than said he gave speeches, and during one of the speeches some¬ 
one who was mentally upset pulled a gun and started shooting. 
Because he was the main speaker, he was arrested at Birmingham 
and charged with two counts of assault to commit murder. He 
said the charges were dismissed. He claimed all of his troubles 
in Birmingham were due to politics, as he then was seeking 
election as Lt. Governor. He admitted making speeches before 
Oan groups and States Rights groups, and that he wrote his own 
material for those speeches. He admitted being a fiery type * 
speaker who could incite crowds made up of the working classes 
of people. 



CARTER denied inciting riots at Clinton, Tennessee, 
in 1957, but did admit giving fiery speeches there; that he 
and JOHN FREDERICK KASPER were the speakers at Clinton. He 
denied any association with KASPER, but said his speeches un¬ 
doubtedly did arouse the people. He said KASPER had tried to 
associate with him without success. CARTER claimed thAthe has 
had no contact with anti-integratlonists or Klan groups since 
his arrest in Birmingham, and that he has had no contact with 
any such persons in Dallas area.

Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, Georgia, 
show that this Klan organization was granted a corporate charter 
on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, under the name United 
Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United Klans 
was formed as a result of a split in U. S. Klans, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, the split resulted 
from a leadership dispute and United Klans has the same aims and 
objectives as the parent group. These are the promotion of 
Americanism, white supremacy, and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised In July, 
1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, 
Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

The merged organization established headquarters in Suite 401, 

The Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. The organization is 
directed by Robert Shelton, Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant 
Klan group in the South with units in several southern states. 

On August 14, 1961, the second source advised that the 
organization formerly known as United Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of America, Inc., would be known in the future as 
United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, The 
second source said the name was changed by a resolution adopted 
at the National Klonvocation held July 8, 1961, at Indian Springs, 
Georgia. 


Second source advised that at a meeting at Prattville, 
Alabama, on October 22, 1961, a majority of the Klaverns of the 
U. S. Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United 
Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan.

Sources 1, 2 and ^ have furnished information that 
leaders of VAW hope to enlarge the organization and organize 
it to the extent that it will be officially made the State 
Militia of the State of Alabama.

He was 
further informed of his right to consult with an attorney. 

He was not threatened in any manner or promised anything to 
cause him to furnish any information. 


CARTER stated he is a firm believer in the state's 
right theory and an advocate of segregation, as well as an 
admirer and backer of Governor WALLACE, whom he described 
as being the hope of the South and in fact the nation. 

CARTER stated he is active as a professional writer for 
Governor WALLACE and concurs wholeheartedly in his policies 
and actions. 

CARTER stated that both he and Governor WALLACE 
deplored the acts of violence committed in Birmingham and 
elsewhere because it has been damaging to both Governor 
WALLACE'S prestige and the overall cause of the segrega¬ 
tion movement. He stated Governor WALIACE has pledged 
$5*000 of his personal funds toward the reward fund being 
offered for the identification of the person or persons 
responsible for,the bombing of the 16th Street Baptist 
* Church at Birmingham, Alabama, on September 15# 1963. 

C\RTER stated that while he has refused to cooperate 
with the FBI in past investigation, that under the present 
circumstances he will cooperate fully in the FBI investigation 
in an effort to solve the vicious and inhuman bombings. He 
stated this also is the attitude of Governor WALLACE. 


CARTER related that he is well acquainted with 
pro-segregationists residing in the Oxford - Anniston area, 
including KENNETH L. ADAMS and his associates. He stated 
he knows ADAMS as a bully, but feels certain he had nothing 
to do with the Birmingham bombings, and that any action 
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taken by ADAMS will be in the Anniston area, as will any 
action taken by any person from the Anniston area. CARTER 
pointed out that for example he has no knowledge of the 
actual location of the bombed church or the identity of 
the persons or groups interested in it. 

CARTER admitted that is is possible a white group 
could have committed the church bombing, but stated it is 
his personal opinion the crime was committed by a Negro 
group for the purpose of promoting their own causes, such 
as creating sympathy; raising additional funds; or forcing 
the Federal Government to declare martial law in Birmingham 
and elsewhere. 

Concerning other possibilities, CARTER stated that 
he considers the members of the National States Rights group 
to be the most logical group likely to resort to acts of 
violence. In this connection, CARTER stated he considered 
those members from outside the state of Alabama to be the 
most unpredictable and dangerous, and that at least some of 
•' this group were communist-controlled. He stated he had no 
specific information or evidence to support his position. 

CARTER stated he has no information concerning 
the handling of explosives, where explosives can be obtained, 

or the identity of any person possessing explosives. He -^ 

stated he was at home with his family on Saturday, Septem¬ 
ber 14, and on Sunday, September 15* 1963. He stated he and 
the members of his family visited his father's home located 
on Route 73 near Oxford, Alabama, both on Saturday and Sunday. 

CARTER denied membership in the Ku Klux Klan or 
any similar group or movement. He did, however, admit 
addressing meetings of the Ku Klux Klan but denied advocat¬ 
ing violence under any circumstances.

The UWP was reported as being 
opposed to all "race mixing organizations and individuals".

'States Rightsrs" had merged with the UWP under "the 
banner of the National States Bights Party" with national 
offices at Post Office Box 261 , Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of the Ku Klux Klan and notorious 
anti-Semites.

The other piece of literature was a throw-away 
entitled "What is the Citizens Council?" published by 
the NORTH .ALABAMA CITIZENS COUNCIL, $VJ Lyric Building, 
Birmingham./ It Is noted that this is' the office address of 
ca IBHer/ Exflftutive Secretary, NORTH ALABAMA CITIZENS 
COUNCIL." This leaflet states that the Citizens Council 
is similar to the old-time town meeting which was used to 
express the will of the people; that all citizens have the 
right to peaceably assemble, and that Citizens Councils 
provide the machinery for "mobilizing, concerting and 
expressing public opinion." This leaflet states that 
councils connected with the NORTH ALABAMA CITIZENS COUNCIL 
are independent groups located within the towns and counties 
of Alabama* The local officers are Chairman, V3,ce-Chairman, 
Secretary and Treasurer. Each council has four basic 
committees, as follows: 


1. Information and Education. 

2. Political and Elections. 

3. Membership and Finance 
4* Legal Advisory. 


Another part of this leaflet deals with why a 
community needs a Citizens Counoil. The leaflet points out n 

that a Fire Department is maintained, even though you may 
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not have a fire; that the "National Association for the 
Agitation of Colored People aided by alien influences, 
bloc vote seeking politicians and left-wing do-gooders, will 
see that you have a problem in the near future.” The leaflet 
stated that the Citizens,Councils are the"South's answer 
to the racial mongrelizers." 

One portion stated "We will not be integrated. We 
are proud of our white blood and our white heritage of six.ty 
centuries." 


Another heading on this leaflet was "How Will 
the Citizens Councils Roll Back the Dark Cloud of Integration?” 
The pamphlet then stated "by organizing the white Americans 
who have pride in their white race and forethought for their 
posterity, by mobilizing public opinion. We must organize 
every town and county in our state and then every state in 
the South. Forty million white Southerners,- or a fraction 
thereof, can be a power in this nation if properly organized 
and certainly must not fear the HAACP with only 200,000 
members 
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Citizens Council organized in East Birmingham 1-17-56, with estimated 1500 
individuals present. Article in "Birmingham News" 3-17-56 indicates that 
three officers of the East Birmingham Citizens Council have resigned princi¬ 
pally because the council had placed in its constitution a clause barring 

people from membership who "do not believe in the divinity of Christ."

DETAILS: AT BIRMINGHAM, ALABAMA 


According to an article in the "Birmingham News" for Janu¬ 
ary 17, 1956, an estimated 1500 persona from various eastern section com¬ 
munities of Birmingham met to organize a Citizens Council in East Birmingham. 
State Senator WALTER GIVHAN, a veteran of 20 years in the Alabama Legislature, 
said, "We must use strictly legal action. Violence can only bring bad will 
and we need the good will of the nation." Senator GIVHAN predicted that 
before the end of 1956, there will ba 200,000 members of the Citizens 
Councils in Alabama* According to the above mentioned article. Senator 
GIVHAN stated that "We've not heard much from them," referring to U. S. 
Senators JOHN SPARKMAN and LISTER HILL of Alabama/ According to the 
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article, ASA CARTER, Birmingham service station man, allegedly made a 
fiery talk. Senator GIVHAN was further quoted as saying, "The reason we're 
here and the reason we fought these battles is your little boy and your 
little girl. That's what we're fighting for. We're going to keep these 
little white boys and these little white girls pure. We're going to do 
it legally. There is no other way than legally." 
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Birmingham Confidential Informant! 
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The "Birmingham News’* for March 17# 1956# carried an article 
entitled "Formation of New Council Discussed." This article indicated that 
a new and independent Citizens Council might be formed In Eastern Birmingham 


. - after the resignation of three officers of the existing Citizens Council 

of East Birmingham occurred. The article stated that on the night of 
March 16, 1956, Chairman T. H. HAGEN} Vice Chairman D. C. TUCKER and 
MORRIS F. DIXON, Secretary, resigned as officer of the Citizens Council - 
of East Birmingham, after a disagreement with ASA CARTER, Executive Secre¬ 
tary of the North Alabama Citizens Council* This article stated that the 
main cause of the friction arose over a clause in the Constitution of the 
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North Alabama Citizens Councils concerning the "divinity of Jesus Christ." 

This clause, according to the article, bars from membership people who do 
not believe in the "divinity of Christ" which also, according to the 
article, "-includes Jews". This article quoted former Chairman T. H. HAGEN 
as stating that he had resigned as Chairman of the Citizens Council in East Bir¬ 
mingham, but not as a member. He was quoted as saying, "We must go about 
our task calmly and act in a conservative manner. In my opinion, the Bir¬ 
mingham headquarters has not done so. My friends do not expect me to make 
ill-advised statements as 'some 1 2 3 * 5 6 7 8 people have done." This article indicated 
that the intra-council row developed between the officers, above mentioned, 
and ASA CARTER. CARTER said the officers objected to statements he had is¬ 
sued criticizing the University of Alabama's President, Dr. 0. C. CARMICHAEL, 
for the manner in which he handled the attempt of AUTHERINE LUCI to enter 
the University. The article stated that the East Birmingham Council passed 
a resolution on March 7, 1956, indicating that the Council was not anti- 
Semitic. According to the resolution passed on March 7, 1956, the "true 
and sole intents and purposes of the Citizens Councils" are as follows: 

(l) Preservation of our segregated way of life in the South; (2) prevention 
of further illegal encroachment by the Federal Government upon the reserved 
powers and rights of the States as guaranteed by the Tenth Amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States; (3) exposure of the Leftist and Communist 
forces behind the integration movement; (U) informing the people of the 
facts pertinent to segration and those opposing segregation. The resolution 
continued by stating that "Citizens Councils are not anti-Semitic, but are 
organized solely for the purposes aforesaid. According to the above mentioned 
article in the "Birmingham News", the East Birmingham Citizens Council passed 
a second resolution on March 7, 1956, in support of a resolution recently 
adopted and published by the American States Rights Association of Birmingham. 
The resolution passed by the American-States Rights Association had attacked 
the program of the Jefferson County Coordinating Council, which according to 
the ASRA resolution was attempting to eliminate segregation by eight steps 
as follows: 

(1) Elimination of segregated elevators in many office buildings; 

(2) Campaign for Negro police in Birmingham; 

(3) Support of the plan to abandon segregation in sports; 

(U). Pressing for admission of Negro doctors to the Medical 

Association; 

(5) Advocating Negro doctors on hospital staffs; 

(6) Seeking to displace white employees with Negro employees; 

(7) Allowing the Executive Secretary of the committee to act 

as publicity directory for the League of Negro Voters; 

(8) Sponsoring the so-called "Educational Institute of Race 

Relations" at Birmingham-Southern College last year. 
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The ASRA indicated that the Jefferson County Coordinating 
Council was fomenting discord between the “white race" and the “black 
race" and was disrupting the harmonious relations which have heretofore 
prevailed between these races.

CARTER was dressed In Klan 
robe and was introduced as "Mr. X." Confidential source advised 
CARTER stated he, CARTER, is currently a member of the U. S. 

Klans of Alabama. CARTER spoke at "anti-Negro" rally at Clinton, 
Term., 8-31-56, according to Birmingham newspaper. According to 
"Birmingham News 1 ', the Clinton High School had accepted 12 
Negro students and Integration of the school was being attempted.

In connection with the above mentioned article, 
the "Birmingham News" published an Associated Press wlrephoto 
with the following caption, "Mob Rushes Carload of Negro 
Tourists in Clinton, Tennessee, where High School has Inte¬ 
grated. Unruly Crowd Fired^to New Frenzy by Speech of ASA 
CARTER, Alabama White Citizens Council Leader." 


The "Birmingham News" indicated that the Clinton, 
Tennessee High School had accepted 12 Negro students for en¬ 
rollment and that integration of the high school was underway. 


According to an article in the "Birmingham Post- 
Herald," a daily newspaper, for July 13, 1956, ASA CARTER sued 
the Montgomery, Alabama "Advertiser" for $150,000.00. The 
article stated: "CARTER alleged in the suit that an editorial 
carried in the morning daily caused him to suffer great mental 
anguish and damage to his character when it referred to him 
as a loathsome Fuehrer as a Citizens Council leader. The 
term 'Fuehre P ^ j bllS suit comolained, compared CARTER to the .

This case is being converted to a 157 classi¬ 
fication as subject has been carried as a bombing suspect 
by Birmingham and is a well-known active segregationist 
in the Birmingham area. 


Since April, 1956, CARTER has been active in 
racial matters and at that time he was Executive Secretary 
of the "North Alabama White Citizens Council". Also, in 
1956, CARTER was an active leader and organizer of the 
"Ku Klux Klan of the Confederacy". 


Since 1958, CARTER has been considered as a 
bombing suspect in the numerous bombings that have occurred 
in the Birmingham area, and has been carried, as mentioned 
above, in the past on Birmingham's Bombing Suspect List. 

At the present time, he is not carried as a bombing suspect 
by Birmingham although his activities have been followed 
by Birmingham for the past several years, as he has been 
known to associate with members of the Klan as well as 
members of the "National States Rights Party". 


CARTER has been interviewed on several occasions 
since 1958, but has always denied any involvement in any 
of the unsolved bombing matters in the Birmingham area. 

As mentioned above, CARTER has been in contact with known 
Klansmen and others who have been members of hate groups. 


He is a strong segregationist and at the present 
time, he is active in an organization known as, "The fj 
Southerners". — 


CARTER has made speeches at Klan rallies and 
other groups during the past 10 to 12 years. —He is an 
organizer and writer, and in 1963, he organized the 
.Volunteers For Alabama and WaJlaco r>rcran4ynTirm" whi 
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157-4597 (The Southerners),^i nLE STB,PPE ? 
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was formed for the purpose of backing up Governor 
GEORGS WALLACE in his determined stand to prevent 
segregation of public schools in Alabama and otherwise 
maintain segregation of the races in Alabama. 

Also in 1963, CARTER was working as a radio 
announcer for a Birmingham radio station located on Red 
Mountain, and was also working for a public relations 
concern in Montgomery, Ala. CARTER, at this time, advised 
that he wrote the matter which appears in the booklet 
concerning Gov^WALLACE's inauguration, and that he was 
working for^JHMH^M in Montgomery, Ala., doing writings 
of differen^^fflos^^CARTER, at this time, admitted being 
a strong segregationist.

CARTER was interviewed by writer in June, 1968, 
as to any Information he might possess concerning the 
various unsolved bombings in the Birmingham area, at 
which time, he denied participating in or possessing 
any information as to the identities of any of the 
individuals responsible for these bombings. During 
this interview, he said he would cooperate with the 
FBI if he ever obtained any information that communists or sub¬ 
versive elements were responsible for any of the bombings 
and violence which have occurred in Birmingham and 
surrounding southern states In recent years. However, 
if he knew or felt that the violence and bombings were 
perpetrated by "his kind of people”, he would not 
cooperate with the FBI, as in his opinion, these people 
would be acting emotionally and through frustrations, 
and would not be criminals, as such. 

In 1969, CARTER was a candidate for Governor 
of Alabama, and his platform included a system of permanent 
segregated schools free from Federal control which he 
said, “We must have if we mean to save our children 
in Alabama".

Several white men sexually mutilated JUDGE AARON, a Negro, on 
9-2-57. Subsequent information indicated these men belong ed 
to a splinter group which grew out of the KU KLUX KLAN OF THE 
CONFEDERACY. "The Birmingham News" of 9-7-57 printed several 
articles and photographs of the alleged Klan building in 
Chalkville, where mutilation of JUDGE AARON occurred. "The 
News" said that a splinter group had been formed out of the 
KKKC after a shooting at Central Park Theater, Birmingham, in 
January 1957; that this splinter group set up headquarters 
near Chalkville, Ala. "The News" said that several letters 
addressed to ASA E. CARTER were found in the Klan building 
at Chalkville after the mutilation of JUDGE AARON. On 
7-10-57, informant advised that ASA CARTER, who was ^formerly 
connected.with me. was living in Chalkville. Ala.J

DETAILS: 

JUDGE AARON, NEGRO, SEXUALLY MUTILATED 

_ SEPTEMBER 2, 1957 _ 

"The Birmingham News", a daily newspaper, Birming¬ 
ham, Alabama, printed an article dated September 3, 1957, en¬ 
titled "Negro is Beaten and Mutilated." This article stated 
a Negro, JUDGE AARON, 34 years of age, who resided on Route 6, 
Springdale, near Birmingham, was beaten and sexually mutilated 
by several white men who forced him into an automobile near 
Tarrant City, Alabama. The article said AARON was taken to 
the University Hospital and transferred later, in serious con¬ 
dition, to the Veterans Hospital, Birmingham. Officers R. R. 
JOHNSON and J. R. REED of the Tarrant, Alabama Police Depart¬ 
ment, found JUDGE AARON about 11:00 p.m., September 2, 1957, 
about 100 feet off the Springdale Road, a mile outside the 
Tarrant City Police jurisdiction, according to this article. 
This article pieced together the story allegedly obtained 
from officers and hospital attaches as 'follows: 

"About 10:00 p.m. yesterday, AARON drove to the 
home of CORA PARKER, Route 6, Springdale. As he 
talked to the woman, two cars loaded with men drove 
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up and forced him Into one of the cars. He was driven 
some distance away to an abandoned house, blindfolded. 

At the house, the blindfold was ripped from his face 
and one of the men allegedly asked him if 'you know 
me.' AARON reportedly told officers that one of the 
men kicked him in the face and then he was knocked 
unconscious by a blow on the back of the head with a 
wrench or piece of pipe* When he regained conscious¬ 
ness, he found he had been sexually mutilated." 

This article further stated that Negro leaders in 
Birmingham did not know JUDGE AARON and that he had not, to 
their knowledge, been connected with racial movements. JUDGE 
AARON allegedly said that all the men who attacked him wore 
white shirts. One officer was quoted as saying that AARON was 
told before the beating to instruct Negro leaders that "this 
is what will happen" if Negroes attempt to integrate white 
schools. The article concluded by saying AARON was given three 
pints of blood at the hospital before surgery was performed 
and that he had apparently been stabbed, as well as mutilated. 

On September 7, 1957, "The Birmingham News" printed 
a story entitled "Deputies Get Confessions in Negro's Sex 
Mutilation." A sub-heading stated, "Splinter Klan Identified 
as Guilty Group." This article stated that Jefferson County 
Sheriff's Deputies had ascertained that the sexual mutilation 
of JUDGE AARON was connected with an unincorporated Elan group 
and that the mutilation followed a special Klan meeting. This 
article said charges of mayhem had been placed against three 
men by State of Alabama and Jefferson County authorities after 
an intensive investigation. Sheriff's Deputies were reportedly 
looking for three other white men in connection with the 
"savage castration" of AARON, according to "The Birmingham 
News." This "Birmingham News" story also printed the following 
information concerning this matter: 

Three individuals held in Jefferson County Jail in 
lieu of $5,000.00 bond in the above mentioned mutilation were 
WILLIAM J. MILLER, age 28, 3500 - 43rd Street North; J. N. 
GRIFFIN, age 38, 737 - 81st Street North^ both clerks in a 
Homewood, Alabama grocery store, and JOE PRITCHETT, age 31, 
a construction worker, 119 - 67th Street South. A conviction 
on the charge of mayhem carries a penalty of from two to 20 
years In prison. Police officers said MILLER and GRIFFIN 
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furnished statements detailing the assault by six robed and 
hooded men in a rudely constructed concrete block Klan meet¬ 
ing place less than one-half mile from the Chalkville f Ala¬ 
bama Post Office. Jefferson County Sherifffs Deputies 
TOM ELLISON and BILL ADAMS and State Investigator BEN ALLEN 
reported that they were advised by one of the men arrested 
that there were six men involved in the mutilation and that 
these men went out looking for any Negro man who was alone. 
Officers reported that the men told JUDGE AARON to tell 
Reverend F. L. SHUTTLESWORTH, a Negro integration leader 
in Birmingham, 'that the same thing would happen 'to Negroes 
who tried to place their children in white schools. JUDGE 
AARON is unmarried and is not known to be a member of any 
integration group, according to Sheriff's Deputies. These 
officers said apparently AARON does not know Reverend 
SHUTTLESWORTH. 


The story reflected further than when 'J. N. GRIFFIN 
was arrested, he advised officers that he Bad resigned from 
the Klan two days after the assault on AARON. JOE P. PRITCHETT 
was identified by th e officers as the Exalted Cyclops of this 
Klan group. PRITCHETT refused to talk to the officers. ADAMS, 
ELLISON and ALLEN visited the Klan meeting place in Chalkville 
and found it to be a one-room^tmilding with a dirt floor. 

They found quantities of Citizens Council literature, several 
black hoods, round emblems, a Bible, and mutilating equipment. 
JUDGE AARON was sexually mutilated with a razor blade and 
turpentine poured on the wound. AARON was placed in the 
trunk of GRIFFIN's automobile and driven toward Tarrant City, 
Alabama. AARON was dumped on the side, of the, Springdale Road 
about two miles outside the Tarrant City Police Jurisdiction.

According to the story, a search of the Elan meet¬ 
ing place after the mutilation by the above mentioned officers 
revealed several letters addressed to ASA E. CARTER. Also, 
several large signs used in CARTER'S unsuccessful campaign 
for Birmingham City Commissioner in May 1957, were found. A 
reproducing machine was also found in the Klan building set 
up to print copies of a "Birmingham News" story reporting a 
speech made by CARTER during the City Commission race. Several 
photographs were printed by "The Birmingham News" on Septem¬ 
ber 7, 1957, illustrating the above mentioned article. One 
of these photographs showed Exalted Cyclops JOE PRITCHETT at 
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the Jefferson County Jail* Another photograph showed the old 
and new Klan uniforms with the following comments: 

"When the Klan group meets at its lair where a 
Negro was mutilated last Monday night, members wear 
black hoods. The white hood and the robe owned by 
one of the Klansmen and modeled by a Birmingham News 
reporter was abandoned by the Klan group after it 
broke away from the original KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX 
KLAN OF THE CONFEDERACY." . - - 

Another photograph showed the ASA GARTER campaign 
signs and copies of "The Southerner", a publication of the North 
Alabama Citizens Council, of which ASA E. CARTER was formerly 
Executive Secretary, 

This story in "The Birmingham News" carried the 
following information concerning the Klan group at Chalkville, 
Alabama: 

"Disagreement over policies led to a splitting 
of the KU KLUX KLAN which was spotlighted by a shooting 
spree in the Central Park Theater (Birmingham, last Jan- 
uary). One group incorporated anew under another name.” 

This article said another small faction set up its 
own headquarters across Jeffersdn County near Chalkville and 
it was this faction at Chalkville which was linked with the 
sexual mutilation of JUDGE AARON. The exact name of this Klan 
faction is not known, according to "The Birmingham News.” The 
parent organization was called the "Original Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan of the Confederacy" and ASA E. CARTER, White 
Citizens Council figure, was identified with that organiza¬ 
tion. That group incorporated under a slightly different 
name after a shooting at the Central Park Theater in January 
1957. The new name is "KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN OF THE 
CONFEDERACY" and CARTER'S name was left off the new organi¬ 
zation's charter. The splinter Klan group had headquarters 
in a one-room concrete block building at Chalkville where 
JUDGE AARON was mutilated. 

"The Birmingham News" on September 8, 1957, printed 
an article which stated that the fourth of the six men wanted 
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In connection with the beating and sexual mutilation of JUDGE 
AARON had been arrested. This man was identified as JESSE W. 
MABRY, age 43, of 9600 West Boulevard, Huffman. This article 
indicated that two additional men were still being sought by 
Jefferson County Deputy Sheriffs. 

The "Birmingham Post-Herald" on September 9, 1957, 
carried a story which stated that B. A. FLOYD, the fifth 
suspect in the mutilation of JUDGE AARON had been arrested 
and placed in the Jefferson County Jail. 

"The Birmingham News" of September 10, 1957, indi¬ 
cated that the sixth suspect in the AARON mutilation case, 
GROVER A. McCULLOUGH, age 44, Center Point, Alabama, had been 
arrested. 


ASA CARTER REPORTED ORGANIZING EITHER NEW 
KLAN GROUP OR WHITE CITIZENS COUNCIL AT 
CHALKVILLE, ALABAMA

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October 7, 1957, that the Klan group at Chalkville, Alabama, 
which was responsible for the mutilation of JUDGE AARON, is 
a remnant or splinter group which was formed off the original 


KKKC which met at the Central Park Theater in Birmingham, 
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al^members CK^thespl inter group which was formed at Chalk- 
ville, Alabama, largely by ASA £. CARTER, 

The "Birmingham Post-Herald" for November 1, 1957, 
printed an article entitled, "Boss Klansman Gets 20 Years for 
Part in Mutilating Negro." This article said that JOE P. 
PRITCHETT was found guilty on October 31, 1957, of the sex 
mutilation of JUDGE EDWARD AARON and sentenced to 20 years 
in prison. In passing sentence on the 31-year-old Exalted 
Cyclops Judge ALTA KING told the defendant, "There has 
never been a case in all my years of law practice and ten 
years on the bench that has shocked me as this one has," 
according to the "Birmingham Post-Herald." PRITCHETT'S 
attorney, NORMAN MOON, said he would appeal the case and 
bond was set at $20,000.00. 


"The Birmingham News" for November 7, 1957, printed 
a front page article which stated that B. A. FLOYD had been 
tried, found guilty and sentenced to 20 years In prison for 
participating in the mutilation of JUDGE AARON. This article 
said the four remaining men, above mentioned, would be tried, 
in the near future.

On 2-20-58, GROVER A. McCULLOUGH was convicted of mayhem 
in connection with the castration of JUDGE AARON, a Bir¬ 
mingham Negro. McCULLOUGH was sentenced to 20 years' im¬ 
prisonment. According to the "Birmingham Poet-Herald," a 
daily newspaper. Deputy Solicitor CECIL DEASON of Jefferson 
County, Alabama, who prosecuted the other three individuals, 
JOE P. PRITCHETT, BART A. FLOYD, and JESSE W. MABRY, in 
this case, said two other defendants, JOHN N. GRIFFIN, and 
WILLIAM J. MILLER, remained to be prosecuted. On 7-21-58, 
Mr. DEASON advised that all of the above four men have ap¬ 
pealed their convictions to the Alabama Court of Appeals. 

He said he does not intend to prosecute GRIFFIN and MILLER 
until the Court of Appeals bandies 
four individuals. 
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DETAILS: AT BIRMINGHAM. ALABAMA 

The "Birmingham Post-Herald," a daily newspaper 
published at Birmingham, Alabama, for February 21, 1958, 
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carried a front-page story which stated that GROVER A. McCULLOUGH 
was convicted of mayhem February 20, 1958, and sentenced to 20 
years' imprisonment. The mayhem was in connection with the 
castration of JUDGE AARON, a Birmingham Negro. The Jury 
returned a verdict in 22 minutes after retiring. Judge ALTA 
KING, according to the "Post-HeraId", in passing sentence 
stated: "The inescapable conclusion I have reached is that 

there is only one possible sentence which could logically and 
properly be imposed under the evidence and under the law and 
that is the maximum of 20 years' imprisonment in the peniten¬ 
tiary and I say to you very frankly, in passing sentence on 
you, that the maximum is most inadequate punishment for this 
cowardly crime." 

According to the "Post-Herald," Deputy Solicitor 
CECIL DEASON of Jefferson County, Alabama, who has prosecuted 
three other individuals in this same connection, stated that 
the cases of JOHN N. GRIFFIN and WILLIAM J. MILLER, the 
remaining two defendants, would be re-set from Monday, Febru¬ 
ary 17, 1958, to a later date. 

On July 21, 1958, Mr. DEASON advised that JOE P. 
PRITCHETT, BART A. FLOYD, and JESSE ff. MABRY, as well as 
GROVER A. McCULLOUGH, have appealed their convictions to the 
Alabama Court of Appeals.

DETAILS: AT BIRMINGHAM, ALABAMA 

The "Birmingham Mews" for December 1, I960, 
reported that WILLIAM J. MILLER and JOHN W. GRIFFIN were 
sentenced to five years' imprisonment and placed on probation 
for participating in the castration of a Negro, in 1957- 
The News said that the testimony of these two men brought 
about the conviction of four KU KLUX KLAN confederates in the 
castration of Negro JUDGE AARON. 

WILLIAM J. MILLER, 31, of 401 - 27th Street, 
South, and JOHN W. GRIFFIN, 4l, of 208 - 62nd Street, North, 
received the above-mentioned sentence and probation after 
they both entered pleas of guilty before Circuit Judge ALTA 
L. KING, to charges of "assault with intent to murder" and 
"mayhem", according to The News. The News article stated that 
because of their testimony for the prosecution. Deputy Circuit 
Solicitor CECIL DEASON recommended leniency for GRIFFIN and 
MILLER. He also recommended five year suspended sentences for 
the two men. Judge KING told the men that, because neither 
was an aggressor nor principal in the castration act and 
because of their testimony, they were given leniency. The 
probation was given each man without supervision, according to 
the "Biimingham News". 
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This is a report of the meeting of the Southerners,

The meeting was held at the Southerners new location 
which they have bought or have acquired somehow. It is on 
Schllinger*s Road, Mobile, Alabama, between Howell Ferry Road 
and Highway D3. It was once called the Mobile County Stockyards. 
It was purchased about two weeks ago. Their biggest problem 
in purchasing it apparently was several people that owned 
the mac owned 70%, his name is believed 

to There were three or four other people 

that ownec^T^^^^Hffiing 30%. The 70% owner was willing to 
get rid of it right away, but the other 30% owners were not. 
Henceforth, this is what delayed their actions. 


Present at the meeting were a few new people in the 



There is going to be a big meeting on Sunday, 

Juno 20th there at the stockyards. This is going to be a 
convention more than a meeting. They are going to have the 
people from everyone of the organizations there. CARTER has 
been going all over Alabama and Mississippi and he is going 
to have the people come down in a caravan. These are people 
from Huntsville, Birmingham, Greensboro, Greenville, Atmore, 

Red Level and points in between. You can take a map and 
draw a line you could probably come in through Iluutsville, 
Birmingham and up through Montgomery. Of course picking up 
the men in Montgomery and then to Greenville, Gi*eensfcoro and 
Atmore and Red Level, and then they are all going to stop 
on the causeway and wait for the hundred or so men that will 
come from Mobile to meet them on the causeway. Of course 
CARTER wants about a 7-mile-long caravan of cars all flying 
rebel flags. They will take pictures. They are going to have 
a police escort out hereto tho place. They are going to take 
pictures of it, moving camera, CARTER says they are going to 
color movies of the caravan going into the tunnel. Color movies 
of the caravan coming out of the tunnel. Pictures of the 

caravan going down tc through Government Street and out to the 

* 



stockyards. Probably pictures of most of other people going 
out there. They are going to take' more pictures of the 
goings on. What it is going to be is a big, as CARTER says 
"Old Fashioned Southern White get-together." Probably potato 
salad and baked beans and hotdogs, and hamburgers, etc,,. They 
are going to take pictures out at the meeting, at the convention. 
It is going to probably last 3 to 4 hours out there. Which, 
after they have finished taking all the pictures, then they 
are going to splice them together and make 20 or so copies. 

These copies of these movies are going to be sent to various 
places throughout the state to the different members at the 
different locations and they will be shown to other people. 

CARTER gave an example,between Atmore and Bay Minette, they 
do not have an organization in Bay Minette. They do in Atmore, 
but they want to show it in Bay Minette, get an organization 
started in Bay Minette and then find some property between 
Atmore and Bay Minette and build them church school. By 
the way the church's name is the Assembly of Christian Soldiers. 
That is the name of the church, it is going to be called the 
Assembly of Christian Soldiers and they are going to have a 
church out there and the store is going to be part of the 
church ar.d then of course the school, etc.,. 

The basic reason for the movies is to entice members 
and to show them what they can do, what they have done here 
in Mobile and what they can do any place else, getting more 
members. It is real good propaganda idea. It is not known 
who is going to be doing the actual copies of the films or 
anything of. this nature. But, it would not hurt to get a 
copy and then try to identify most of them - most of the members. 

The meeting will of course have all the members 
at the meeting. There will be about-5,000 of these little 
newsletter-type things, "Who Are the Southerners." You know 
it is the one with the rebel flag and everything of this 
nature. They are going to have about 5,000 of these. They 
are to be distributed. They are going to have all kinds 
of little news bulletins that will have what blacks did here 
and what blacks did there and this sort of thing, stating th£ 
there is an organization of black soldiers, so to speak, some 
place in Virginia that CARTER talks about, saying that the 
federal government gave them $560,000.00 to organize and then 
gave them another $160,000.00 to keep the organization. The 
federal government has helped finance a lot of Black Muslim 
land in Alabama and Georgia, etc.,; and also that the federal * * 

government of course will do nothing about the people over in 
Hinds County that have that property over there that walk 
around carrying submachine guns,- etc.,. 
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CARTER basically repeated a good portion of his 
speech basically said the same thing ho said at the last 

meeting. Some of the things, of course he claims that the 
Negroes are still under the same as slavery. He said in 
the olden days when they were under slavery the master had 
slaves, he fed them, he clothed them, he housed them and 
then if they needed medical attention, they gave them medical 
attention. Of course, he says now they want freedom so they 
get the federal government to house them, clothe them, feed 
them and give them medical attention... same thing... and toll 
them what to do as in the olden days where the bossman told 
them what to do. He said they call it freedom. He says, 

"I still call it slavery." But, he says that is the way as 
most Negroes do not believe in what they call the family 
system. I{e said that is why they live ir. ghettos, that is why 
they can go mid-midnight from house to house. That is why 
he says the most confusing day of the year is Father's Day 
in Harlem. I?e made several quotes from what DEN FRANKLIN 
says about blacks to no use and the bill of rights were 
all written by southerners and southerners want states rights 
and the southerners said that ii. you don't want - the federal 
government taking over the country and not having any states 
rights uf any sox’t. 

He went on to say about the black power structure 
in America was being ... they arc out to overthrow the white 
rednecks because it is all communist inspired, etc.,. He 
gave indication that the blacks over in Mississippi and the 
blacks in Virginia and the Muslims that are buying the property 
in Alabama, these are all ammunition dumps, staging areas for 
the inevitable fight that is going to come. The blacks are 
going to try and kick us out of here. But the rednecks, the 
fiex'cest fighting man in the world,... (and all that usual 
malarky that he puts out.) He says that of course ail this 
is definitely going to happen. He says that the Mobile 
Police Department have emergency procedures that they have 
been practicing on. Apparently, they make a call that the 
Black Panthers are going to be attacking this and that power 
installations, water companies, etc., and the Mobile Police 
Department go out there and use their protection, show a 
little force and all that sort of stuff. Basically, setting 
up for they say they know th3t the inevitable is coming. 

CARTER says that if they do ever attack we will just stay 
where we arc and we will protect our own. He says but if 
they go on downtown and they want to ruin downtown, more power 
to them, he says that "soft-bellied" chamber of commerce is 
what got us into this mess. etc.,.

somewhat of a radical, to say tn^^easr^^^ 
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During the meeting 

made a few comments, while uak'hsR was speaking, the usH 
we ought to hang the "niggers", run the "niggers" out of 
town, no "nigger” is going to do this, no "niggers" are going 
to take over and this sort of thing. I 

don't know whais really up to, but I think he 
is more mouth tns^T^T^anything else, but ho still is a 
little bit of a weirdo. 


They went on to say, getting back to the church 
part, he says you're all going to join the church one of 
these days. He said I am not asking anybody to join right 
now. He says there's some of you will and some of you won't. 
He says eventually you all will because you know we ate not 
going to tolerate any of the blacks one way or the other. We 
are not going to have them at our church, we arc not going to 
have them in our private schools, etc.,. Anybody that buys 
stuff at the store profits from there. The people that ~ 
buy things at the store that they are going to have. Any of 
the profits from that store will be used for the school. 

You will take your arm band number and give it to the clerk. 
The clerk will then put you down as you spent $20 and if 
there is $3 profit, then $3 will go toward the education of 
your child at a private school of your choosing. However, 
CARTER made very clear last night that no school that will 
accept any blacks, no private school that will accept any 
blacks at all is eligible. He said "I will not", he said 
"We will not" furnish funds, "we will not" help with the 
tuition in anyway shape or form at any of these private 
schools that are now taking applications for black students. 
Ee says it will have to be an all white school and it can 
be of anybody's choosing. You can choose any school you 
want to until they get their own school built, which he 
never went into how long it would take before the school 
will be built, etc.,.

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Birmingham Confidential Informant^^^P advised 
on March 23, 1971, that a meeting of "The Southerners" 
was held at 7:30 PM on March 22, 1971, at Bessemer, 
Alabama, old City Auditorium. The leader and main 
speaker at this meeting was ASA CARTER, who claimed that 
the group was growing and that they had groups started 
in Mobile, Red Bay, Huntsville, Bessemer and Anniston. 
CARTER'S remarks and main theme dealt with saving "our 
white children." CARTER gave several instances of 
disturbances between white and Negro pupils in different 
school and different localities. 

CARTER stated the organization had two goals: 

(1) To unite all v/hite Anglo-Saxons into a 
brotherhood. He stressed the fact that this group was 
strictly a non-violent group.

Birmingham Confidential Informantadvised 
on April 20, 1971, as follows concerning an organization 
known as "The Southerners": 
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ASA CARTER, who lives near Anniston—Alabama,-- 

and who has long been identified with white supremacy 
groups in Alabama, has been involved recently in 
organizing an organization known as The Southerners. 

CARTER has had two meetings in the Birmingham area in 
an effort to organize the group. Both of the meetings 
were held in the City Court Room at Bessemer, Alabama. 
These meetings were poorly attended. The last meeting 
was held on April 5, 1971, with 25 persons present. 

CARTER seems to have all his success in 
organizing The Southerners in areas where school problems 
persist. At the present he has developed little interest 
in the group in the Birmingham area and CARTER'S chief 
interest in developing this organization is political. 
CARTER wants to have an organization to assist him in 
his political ambitions. 

The aims and purposes of the organization are 
not as yet clear cut but seemed to be centered around 
school integration and CARTER'S appeal to persons is aimed 
at saving publis schools from domination of Negroes. 

No violence has been discussed openly at the 
meetings of The Southerners and it is not known at this 
time whether or not the organization contains violent 
elements. 


Birmingham Confidential Informant ^^Jpad vised 
on June 7, 1971, that a meeting of The Southerners was 
held at the Spring Hill National Guard Armory, Mobile, 
Alabama, on June 5, 1971. ASA CARTER was the only speaker 
and he spoke of the superiority of the white race over 
the Negroes. CARTER also said that a private school that 
was going to be built would be financed by the grocery 
store which The Southerners were also going to build. 
CARTER also stated to the approximately 150 to 200 persons 
in attendance at this meeting that The Southerners was a 
non-violent organization and there would be no guns or 
"blowing up of anything but that the whites just want- to 
be left alone." 
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NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY (NSRP) 


On November 26, 1957, a source advised that 
the United White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention 
held in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An 
article in the November 26, 1957, issue of the "Greenville 
Piedmont," a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, re¬ 
ported "the recent formation of a new political party, to 
be known as the United White Party." According to the 
article, the party was formed at a recently held meeting 
in Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many kl&nswsn wore 
represented. The tf»?P was reported as being opposed to all 
"race mixing organizations and individuals," 

The July, 1950, issue of "TUo Thunderbolt," 
self-describe cl as tha "official Racial Nationalist Organ 
of the National States Rights Party" (NSRP) . reported 
that rank-and-file "Staten Rightors" had merged with the 
UNP under "the banner of the National States: Rights Party," 
with national offices at Post Office Box 26!., Jeffersonville, 
Indiana, 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the 
NSRP is composed of past members of Klr.n-typo organizations 
and notorious anti-Semites.

AMERICANS FOR THE PRESERVATION 
OF THE WHITE RACE (APWR) 


The records of the Secretary of State, State 
of Mississippi, Jackson, Mississippi, reflect that the 
Americans for the Preservation of the White Race was/ 
granted a charter of incorporation on June 25, 1963, at 
Jackson, Mississippi. According to the charter of 
incorporation, this organization was formed for bettering 
the conditions and improving the welfare of the white race 
and to insure peaceful coexistence between the races of 
the South, maintaining law and order at all times and to 
provide for the general welfare of the physical, mental 
and moral condition of mankind and to promote the cultural, 
social, literary, and mental v/elfare of its members. 

A source advised on May 2, 1969, that the APWR, 
with headquarters at Greenville, Mississippi, is now 
dominated by present and former Ku Klux Klan members. 

The APWR presently serves as a front organization for the 
Y/hite Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of Mississippi (Y/XKKKOM), 
having been taken over by individual members of the WKKKKOM 
during the latter part of 1967. In most chapters of the 
APWR, Klan members are in complete control. Membership 
during May, 1969, had dropped to less than 100 members. 

This source advised that the APY/R, during 1969, 
has been primarily concerned with financial support to 
various Klan members v/ho have been arrested in Mississippi, 
both by Federal authorities and state authorities, for acts 
of racial violence. The major fund-raising projects are 
for the purpose of paying attorneys’ fees for those Klansmen 
being tried for awaiting trial. In addition, the APV/R 
actively attempts to nominate and support candidates for 
state and local offices who are sympathetic to their cause. 
The APV/R also supports the segregation of schools and other 
public facilities, and is attempting to promote private 
schools to avoid integration. 
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WHITE KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN 
OF MISSISSIPPI'(WKKKKOM) 


A source advised that on February 15, 1964, 
approximately 200 members of the Original Knights of'the 
Ku Klux Klan from the State, of Mississippi met at Brookhaven, 
Mississippi. Those present decided to defect from the 
Original Knights and to form their own Klan group in 
Mississippi to be known as the White Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of Mississippi. 


This source advised that the aims and purposes 
of the WKKKKOM are to preserve Christian civilization, 
protect and promote white supremacy and the segregation’ of 
the races to fight Communism and to extend the dignity, 
heritage and rights of the white race of America. . 


This source advised on May 12, 1969, that the 
WKKKKOM is an unincorporated, secret organization existing 
in the State of Mississippi and formed for the purpose of 
preserving white supremacy regardless of the cost and 
including the use of force and violence. The WKKKKOM 
is controlled by the Imperial Wizard and state officers. 

The state is divided into districts and provinces. There 
is an estimated membership as of May 12, 1969, of 100 
members of this organization.
